Measuring Light from Stars. 
Starlight has been measured in com- 
parison with sunlight and the follow- 
ing results have been announced: The 
light received from a star of the first 
magnitude like Vega Is about one for- 
tf-tbouaaadth-miUion of the sun's 
Teung places the total starlight receiv- 
ed by the eastb at the Talaa of t,000 
first magattode atara, thus ipaktag the 
whole starlight to be oneatztleth that 
of the full moon. Light has an actual 
meehanical pressure, and can bo meas- 
ured in the laboratory.- It haa been 
found that the sun's light in itself^ 
presses against the earth with a foroe: 
eomething like 70,000 tooa. As the 
aurtaee of a sphere Tariea as the^ 
square ci the' radlna, aad as tte Tol- 
vme of mass varies as the cube of 
the radius, and as th« mechanical pres- 
sure of light on the whole surface

Yc8ter()8y morning I returned from 
•ithree days dtay at the village of 
Bethlehem, about .ten mile* from 
here. 1 went overjb'riday morniriR 
with Mrs. CollinS' and Jtfarie, who 
will remain awc«k oriQ. The vil- 
lage was formerly nndc^r the care of 
Mr. Collins, hot ^fnc* hJa return, he 
has heen unable to- resathe his work 
there. This village is a great con- 
trast to t he one I vi«ited the week 
before. The people are prosp^ua, 
have Kooii homes and show the ef- 
fect of Echuoling and training by 
the missionary. They were so glad 
to see us, and broaght in more 
fruit, rice mid meat than we could 
have coneumed in a week. 

We left the city Friday mornins: 
on horse-hack, and after travellinff 
about sevtii miles on the main road, 
we had to cut across the rice-fields 
for three or four miles. This was 
hard travelling, and will be a grjMt 
deal worse when the rains «et In. 
Npw the fields are rough.'and crack- 
ed from fhe heat; and every .little 
while onetsQBMStoiiB Mrtiffldal^iteti. 
used to irrigate, that is bad for tlie 
horse to cross. We bad to waUt tbe 
horiM all the way aeroM tbM. A 
couple of men had met us at the 
roadaide, to pilot us acroaa the fields.

Qaricsville. Tenn.. Feb. 7.— IT. H. 
Clark, died Sj^nday night in Waah- 
ington. His son, Morris K. Clark, 
left at once for Washington. Two 
wceka ago Mr. Clark, went to Wash- 
ington City to visit the family of his 
daughter, Mra. Ed iS. Munford. Mr. 
Clark caaaa to Oaikavaie in 1866 
and from that time until a few 
months ago, he was actively engaged 
In the tobacco boslnoM In thia dty. 
As tobacco brokers, M. H. Clark Sl 
ato. bought and handled an average 
of eight thousand hogsheads of to- 
bacco yearly for parties beyond the 
Atlantic, and on several occaaioos 
bought aa aumy aa tan* thoaaand 
hogsheads a year.
